Dearest Bertha, 

The weather here on the Mountain has suddenly turned damp and cold, a sobering reminder that indeed the summer has passed 
and that soon I will be returning to my quotidian existence in the flatlands. How I wish it were not so! Even so, there is much to be done 
here in the next two days, and I pray that the diversion of further work and frolic will hold the tears back yet a while longer.
